We 
occupy, said General Otis, a large portion 
of the Tagalog country. The lines stretch 
from Imus on the south to San Fernan- 
dino on the north nearly 60 miles and 
eastward into the Lagunu province. The 
Insurgent armies have suffered great 
losses and are scattered. The only large 
force which holds together Is about 4000 
-in Tarlac province and northern Fam- 
panga. There are scattered forces in 
bands of 50 and 500 in other portions of 
Luzon, and in Cavite and Batangas 
provinces they could possibly assemble 
as many as 2000. They are demoralized 
from recent defeat. 


"The most of the people are terrorized 


by the insurgent soldiers, but desire 
peace and American protection. 
They 


no longer flee from our troops unless 
forced by insurgents, but gladly welcome 
them. There has been no recent burning 
of towns. 


"The population within our lines has 


become dense, taking up land cultivation 
extensively. They are kept out of Ma- 
nila as much as possible, as the city 
population was becoming too great to be 
cared for. 


"The only hope of the insurgent lead- 


ers is in afd from the United States. This 
is the influence which enables them to 
hold out. 
Much contention prevails 


among them and no civil government 
remains. 


"The trade with ports not in our pos- 


session, the former source of insurgent 
revenues, is now interrupted. 
General 


Otis doubts the wisdom of this policy, as 
people in those ports are without sup- 
plies or food and the merchants,are suf- 
fering losses. He meditated at that time 
the restoration of trade privileges, al- 
though the insurgents might i;eap some 
benefit from it, a plan which has since 
been partially carried into effect. The 
courts are in successful operation undei 
the direction of able Filipinos.

NTOXICATED with his dreams of 
imperialism, the Slav of the incom- 
ing twentieth century promises to 


be the disturber' of the peace of Europe 
for. many a year to come. While pious- 
ly discussing the advantage3 °f dis- 
armament'at'The Hague this Slav, who 
Is really Asiatic at heart,'does not find 
It incompatible with his ideas of peace 


tightening: his nominal hold upon the 
Finns, and the result is that their coun- 
try is being made practically a vassal 
state of Kussia, and the history of un- 
happy Poland is being repeated in the 
case of Finland. As a result of the 
czar's oppressive measures with Fin- 
land a great exodus of Finns has been 
taking place, and thousands and thou- 
sands of those people have been emi- 


his subjects any war taxes, additional 
requisitions, aids or other contributions 
without the participation and free con- 
sent of the estates, as to do so would 
be contrary to law, to his royal prom- 
ise and lo his coronation oath. 


By the ukase of February last the 


czar has sought to overthrow these 
safeguards of the rights and liberties 
of the Finns and to assume all the 


common interests of. the entire empire. 
The diet is no longer to have the right 
to give or withhold its consent to such 
laws, and the result is Russian abso- 
lutism in Finland. The one particular 
innovation against which the Finns tire 
so passionately objecting is the loss of 
the right heretofore enjoyed for them 
to enter military service in the defense 
of their own land under officers of their

But while it has been generally 
known that Russia has been assiduous- 
ly encroaching upon Asia and stealing 
down into Tibet it was thought by the 
rest of the world that the western 
boundary of the - empire of the great 
czar was pretty definitely and rigidly 
..established. 


Such, however, does not seem to be 


the- case, for what might be called the 
Russification of Finland is at present 
taking place in- that much perturbed 
northwest corner of the czar's coun- 
try; By the constitution adopted at the 
diet of Borga and afterward confirmed 
by Alexander I in 1S09, the emperor of 
Russia is,, of course, also the grand 
duke of Finland. The government of 
this grand duchy, of some 3,000,000 peo- 
ple, has always been representative, 
but of late the reigning czar has been 


grating to the United States and Cana- 
da. The present czar and grand duke, 
on his ascension to the throne, in 1894, 
renewed the pledges which for almost 
a century had been repeatedly made 
by his predecessors, promising to con- 
firm and ratify the religion and funda- 
mental laws of Finland. These funda- 
mental laws to which the present peaqe 
seeking czar once" so glibly pledged his 
support are very explicit and clearly 
stated in the constitution, and some 
of them are as follows: 


The monarch cannot create any n^w 


law nor abolish any old one without the 
participation and consent of the es- 
tates. 


The estates cannot abolish any old 


law nor create any new one without 
the affirmation and consent of the mon- 
arch. 


The monarch shall lead and protect 


the nation, especially, against enemies 
from without, but he can never levy on

rights of an absolute monarch of Fin- 
land. He has concluded that the Finns 
ought to help keep up the imperial 
army. Without recounting the meas- 
ures which have been adopted .under 
Russia's bold usurpation, the emperor 
has ingeniously decreed that hereafter 
he shall decide whether a proposed law 
affects only Finland or touches the 


own race. 
But notwithstanding- the 


remonstrations of this liberty loving 
northern people and their wholesale 
emigration to America, Russia seems 
to be insisting on her original demands, 
and before very long: the power of the 
czar of all the Russias will be as abso- 
lute in Finland as it now is in St. Pe- 
tersburg itself.

of such aspirants was at no time large. 
The natives of Luzon have ever been 
known as kind hearted, hospitable, as- 
siduous, easily lead and very supersti- 
tious. There are a number of Filipinos, 
chiefly Tagals and Metizos, or half- 
breeds, at Manila and other places in 
Luzon, who might be considered as cap- 
able of self-government under safe and 
competent leaders; but I doubt if such 
would exceed one-half of one per cent, 
of the population of the whole island. 
This would probably hold good for the 
other islands, where the majority of the 
natives either live in a very primitive 
state of civilization or in practical sav- 
agery. AguinaldcH and his diplomatic 
emissaries know this to be so, and they 
further know that it would require an 
uncommonly 
-able and 
experienced 


statesman to form the Philippine Is- 
lands, in their present state, into a 
union, or confederation under a repub- 
lican form of government with any 
hope of permanency. They would need 
•a strong and well-financed power be- 
hind them to keep them together by 
force, and to see that they become in- 
ternationally recognized.

On June 30. 1S9S, the total single 


track railway mileage in the United 
States was 186,396.32 miles, there being 
an increase in this mileage during thi 
year of 1,967.85 miles. The states o: 
Arkansas, California, Louisiana, Mis 
souri, New York and Wisconsin show 
an increase in excess of 100 miles. Th 
aggregate length of railway mileage 
including all tracks on the date giver 
was 247,532.52 miles, the increase being 
shown as 4,088.11 miles. This aggregate 
mileage was distributed as follows: 
Single track, 186,396.32 miles; 
second 


track, 
11,293.25 miles; 
third track, 


1.009.65 miles;fourth track, 793.57 miles; 
yard track and sidings, 48,039.73 miles. 
The length of the single track operated 
mileage covered by railway 
reports 


filed with the commission was 184,648.26 
miles, which indicates that the mileage 
of the country is covered by reports in 
a substantially complete manner. 


The number of persons employed by 


the railways of the United States, as 
reported on June 30, 1898, was 874,558, j 
which is equivalent to 474 employes 
per 100 miles of line. As compared with 
the number of employes for the prev- 
ious year, there was an increase of 
51,082. The number of employes 
on 


June 30, 1898, was 956 in excess of the 
number on June 30, 1893, and 
89,524

1895. 
This 
aggregate 


number on June 30, 1895. The employes 
of railways, as reported to the com- 
mission, are divided into 18 classes. It 
thus appears that on June

26,876 conductors and 66,968 other train- 
man. There were

switchmen, 


flagmen, and watchmen. 
A 
distri- 


bution of employes conforming to the 
four general subdivisions o£ operating 
expenses shows that the services of 
32,431 employes were required for gen- 
eral administration, or IS per 100 miles 
of

way and structures, or 142 per 100 miles 
of line; 171,600 for 
maintenance 
of 


equipment, or 93 yer 100 miles of line, 
398,907 for conducting transportation, 
or 216 per 100 miles of line. This state- 
ment does not include 9,754 unclassified 
employes. 


The report contains a compartivc 


statement of the average daily com- 
pensation of the different classes of 
employes for the seven years 189£ to 


1898. 
There is a.lscr given in the report a 


summary which shows 
the 
total 


amount of compensation reported as 
paid to the railway employes of the 
country during the four fiscal years 
ending June 30, 1895 to 1S98. This sum- 
mary shows that the aggregate amount 
of wages and salaries paid during the 
year ending June 30, 1898, to 
more 


than 99 per cent of the persons on the 
pay rolls of railways was $495,055,618, 
the increase, as compared 
with the 


preceding year, being $29,454,037. This 
amount 
of compensation 
represents 


60.52 per cent of th» total operating ex- 
penses of railways and 39.69 per cent of 
their total gross earnings, or »2,881 per 
mile of line.

ENGLISH WAGES, AMERICAN MILL 


Cause of the Strike at Pittsfield as 


Given by Strikers 


The strfke among the employes of the 


English firm of J. W. Helliwell & Co. 
of Pittsfield continued yesterday with 
no change in the situation. 
Every 


spinner and all the weavers but nine 
quit work, a.nd all are still out, except 
one weaver, who went back yesterday, 
tired of his vacation. 


The employes have a number of 


grievances. The wages paid vary, it 
seems, from $2.50 to $5 per week. For 
American workmen these are -low, but 
the Britons asesrt that they are higher 
than ordinarily paid "fn the old coun- 
try. 
Apparently, they claim, Mr. Hel- 


liwell is trying to run a.n American 
plant, on an English schedule. 
This 


novel scheme, the employes say. is like- 
ly to result in failure, for American 
prices demand American wages. 


Complaint has been made that the 


women have to do heavy work, fit for 
men. 
The members of the firm have 


said that such work is done by men 
in England for less wages than the wo- 
men here receive. 


Local Oases Disposed Of 


The local police are thankful at the 


way in which their superior court busi- 
ness has been settled up. All the cases 
sent from the grand jury for tria.1 have 
been, heard, and while sentences have 
not been imposed, the police part of the 
work is done. 


There were an unusually small num-

One of 
these was that of Owen. Molloy. who 
was fined $25 for larceny and a.ppealed. 
He intends to plead guilty, however. 
The other one was Patrick

mott, who was given 30 days in jail for 
drunkenness. 
Since appealing1, 
how- 


ever, he has been sentenced for drunk- 
enness ag-ain and is now In jail so that 
the appealed case was filed away by 
the superior court.

Every warship in our 
navy has from one to four men on 
board who are capable of donning the 
heavy rubber suit of a diver, disap- 
pearing below the water and cutting 
a hawser from the blades of the pro- 
peller or clearing away any obstruc- 
tion that may become entangled in the 
propelling gear. For this delicate duty 
men are selected with special regard 
to their fitness, care being observed 
that those put into the class are of ro- 
bust physique, perfect health, with 
steady nerve and cool head. 


The names of these men do not ap- 


pear in the naval register, they being 
rated as gunners' mates. One of the 
officers who have served at the train- 
ing station where men are being drilled 
to become divers said recently in 
speaking of this matter: "One of the 
main requirements for a man who 
wishes to be a diver in the navy is a 
good nerve and the ability to keep 
from getting rattled. Many disasters 
have resulted simply because men have 
become rattled while under water. It 
is nothing unusual for a candidate to be 
brought up unconscious after a trial, 
with blood issuing from his mouth 
and nose as the result of a hemorrhage. 


"The momentary relaxation of a 


man's nerves is apt to bring on an at- 
tack of this sort, while all the experts 
declare that if a diver keeps cool and 
preserves his wits he will come out all 
right. Before men are admitted to this 
class they are put through the severest 
sort of a physical examination."—Bal- 
timore Sun.

fire gun which Rear Admiral Schley is 
going to present to the Union League 
club of Brooklyn will rest in the club- 
house on the same pedestal which sup- 
ported it on Admiral Cervera's flag- 
ship during the battle off Santiago. 
The gun is in perfect working order 
"and still carries its bullet scarred 
shield. It weighs about 250 pounds. 


After the Vizcaya was disabled Rear 


Admiral J. W. Philip, at that time in 
command of the Texas, but at present 
commandant of the Brooklyn navy 
yard, with several other officers, visit- 
ed the wrecked vessels and amoug 
other things secured this gun. It was 
placed on hoard the Texas, where a 
Krag-Jorgensen rifle was fired point 
blank at the shield at a distance of 20 
feet. The bullet penetrated the three- 
quarter inch shell plate as though it 
had been so much paper, making a

Import* Deiptte Condition* Which 


i Were Adverse to Such a Revolt—In. 


creace W»« Chiefly In Manufac» 
turned Product*. 


' The nation's balance sheet for the 
year ending in June shows increases in 
the foreign trade that, all things con- 
sidered, are marvelous. In spite of a 
war that disturbed the run of things, 
in spite of abundant crops in other 
countries and a consequent decrease 
in the demand for food stuffs, the total 
of the foreign trade of the country 
reached the enormous sum of $1,924,- 
520,818, which is $67,000,000 greater 
than in any previous year in the coun- 
try's history, and the figures show the 
United States to be on the right side 
of the ledger by the enormous sum of 
§530,360,037. We sold to other coun- 
tries that much more of our product 
than we bought of theirs. 
At the 


same time we purchased from other 
countries $81,027,734 worth more of 
their products than we purchased in 
the-preceding year, says the New York 
Sun. 
| The importance of the showing is 
"here. - Whereas in other years the im- 
ports of the products of other countries 
have consisted largely of their manu- 
factured products, in the year just past 
the imports have consisted largely of 
the raw material of other countries, 
which we have taken into our facto- 
ries, worked into the finished product 
and sold back to the countries from 
which we made the original purchase. 


In 1898 70 per cent of the exports of 


the United States consisted of agricul- 
tural and food products. Crops in oth- 
er countries had been bad. The war 
was threatened and with it there seem- 
ed a possibility of a blockade of Amer- 
ican ports that would hinder the ex- 
porting of breadstuff's and all other 
products. For that reason J3urope made 
haste in her purchases of wheat, corn 
'and the like. The storehouses were 
increased in size and they were filled 
to overflowing with American grain 
before the war. 
Our wheat for the 


year averaged 98,30 cents a bushel and 
our cotton 5.98 cents a pound. During 
the past year our wheat has averaged 
only 74.77 cents a bushel and our cot- 
ton 5.55 cents a pound. We exported 
this year 34,000,000 bushels less of 
corn than we did last year and our ex- 
ports of agricultural products general- 
ly footed up $86,000,000 less than in 
1898. These figures emphasize the won- 
derful progress that has been made by 
the American manufacturers. In spite 
of the great reduction in thp value of 
agricultural products exported the to- 
tal exports are within $4,000,000 of the 
total of 1898. That is, $82,000,000 of 
the $86,000,000 loss in agricultural ex- 
ports was made up by the increase in 
the export of manufactured products. 
The American manufacturers, while 
paying higher wages than the manu- 
facturers of any country on the face of 
the globe, have been able to send their 
products abroad and sell them success- 
fully in competition with the products 
of the lower paid workmen of the oth- 
er countries. 


A large part of the increased exports 


of manufactured products has of 
course been in iron and steel, the de- 
mand for which in all parts of the 
world has been unprecedented. 


Of the imports of the year, about 


$300,000,000 were admitted free of 
duty and about $400,000,000 worth 
were dutiable. There was an increase 
of $8,717,328 in the value of the dxity 
free imports and an increase of $101,- 
206,360 in the dutiable imports. The 
duty free imports are made up largely 
of raw materials of the old world sent 
to pur manufacturers to make into fin- 
ished products. The report of the bu- 
reau of statistics shows an increase of 
$45,000,000 worth of raw material for 
the use of our exporting manufacturers 
in the last 11 months, and that gives 
some idea of the revolution in trade 
that is going on. 
When Americans 


gain markets for their goods they sel- 
dom lose them, and the increase in 
the exports of manufactured articles 
is certain to continue. 
1 With America's tremendous excess 
of exports over imports and the con- 
sequent balance of trade the gold of 
other countries must necessarily travel 
our way. The figures of the gold ex- 
ports and Imports for the fiscal year 
are interesting. During the year we 
imported $51,432,517 more gold than 
we exported. During the year also we 
produced $60,000,000 worth of gold in 
our own mines, so we h^ve got $110,- 
000,000 more gold than we had a year 
ago. In the last three years we have 
imported $201,071,000 more gold than 
we exported. In that time we have 
produced $150,000,000 worth of gold 
from our mines.

NEW KRAG-JORGENSEN GUN. 


The 1800 Model Will Have m. Wind 


Gauge and Greater Velocity. 


The bureau of ordnance at Washing- 


ton has stopped the manufacture of 
the Krag-Jorgensen gun of the 1898 
model, there" being on hand an abun- 
dance of guns of this type. The num- 
ber ready for use at the • Springfield 
armory and at the Benicia arsenal is 
about 53,000 to CO.OOO. 
The reason, 


however, for the issuing of orders 
stopping any further manufacture of 
these guns is that the department is 
perfecting a type of gun that will be 
far superior to that now in use. Ac- 
cording to the New York Sun, the new 
1899 model will be an improvement in 
every way. The sight will be provid- 
ed with a wind gauge, and the gun 
will have a greater velocity, the sight 
being graduated to 2,200 feet, as 
against 2,000 feet in the gun now in 
use. The work of experiment and in- 
vestigation with reference to the new 
gun is nearly completed, and it is ex- 
pected that the manufacture of the 
new small arm will begin within a 
short time. 


The new volunteer army will be sup- 


plied with the Krag-Jorgensen rifle of 
the 1898 type. It is the same kind of 
gun as the regular troops use and has 
a velocity of 2,000 feet. Only smoke- 
less powder ammunition will be fur- 
nished the volunteer regiments. The 
value of target practice for the recruits 
has caused the ordnance department 
to make extra effort to provide ranges 
at the different rendezvous. At each 
of the places named there are facilities 
for target practice, but the department 
has found that it is necessary to sup- 
ply in many cases range material to 
put the ranges ill proper shape for 
use. Accordingly orders were issued 
recently to officers of the ordnance de- 


i partment directing that the ranges be 


put in proper shape as soon as possi- 
ble.

CHALLENGER WINS AGAIN. 


Shamrock Easily Ran Away 


from Britannia, 


«owes, England, July 19—The Sham- 


rock defeated the Britannia again today 
by a mile and a half. The Shamrock 
ran ashore, but was soon towed off, ap- 
parently undamaged. 


I/ondon. July 19.—It is the opinion of 


those who closely watched the race be- 
tween the Shamrock and the Britannia 
yesterday from the steamer following 
the yachts that the Shamrock was never 
pushed* to her utmost in the trial, and 
that Mr. Fife, the designer of the yacht, 
who practically engineered the contest 
on behalf of '»ir. Llpton, merely desired 
to ascertain whether the Shamrock 
could show the Britannia a clear pair 
of heels. 
He had no desire, however, 


to let everyone Into the secret of the 
actual merits or best speed of the chal- 
lenger. 


Confirmation of the foregoing opinion 


is found in the fact thai, while the Brit- 
annia carried every possible inch of 
canvas, the Shamrock was running be- 
fore the wind from Nab lightship to the 
Solent-bank bouy, and only had her jib 
headed with the topsail, instead of the 
clubtopsail, like the Britannia, and that 
on the broad reach home from the So- 
lent buoy, the Shamrock lowered her 
jibtopsail. which would have been of j 
material assistance had her skippers 
really wished to show her at her best. 


Sir Thomas Lipton, in the course of an 


interview, expressed himself as highly 
delighted with the Shamrock's fine style. 
"Certainly she was not forced. 
We 


kept something in reserve." he said. 


The Times this morning, commenting 


on the Shamrock-Britannia,race, says: 
It was just the sort of d.ay to show the 
Britannia at her best. 
The Shamrock, 


with her big topsail, when she came 
broadside to the wind, had some water- 
on her deck, but she looked able to 
carry this canvas through the race. 
Her skipper, however, had no intention 
of pressing her so hard. 
The Times 


confirms the statement that it was the 
purpose of the trial more to test the 
challenger thaji to sail a formal match. 
The paper publishes a description of the 
race, but makes 'no criticism upon the 
performances of the competitors. 


The Daily News, in its comments on 


the Shamrock-Britannia race, describes 
the new yacht as standing a fair chance 
of winning the cup, since she "beat the 
Britannia on every point of sailing, and 
the Britannia has hitherto been ad- 
mitted to be the smartest cutter in Brit- 
Ish waters." 


The Dally Telegraph says: It would 


be unwise to base speculation upon yes- 
terday's results, 
as 
nobody knows 


\v nether the Shamrock was really dis- 
playing the mainsail she will use in 
America, and certainly she might have 
carried a larger topsail. 
The impres- 


eion produced upon the mifids of the 
spectators by the way in which she was 
mndled. was that something was in- 
tentionally kept in reserve, while the 
manner in which the Britannia was 
sailed commanded the highest admira- 
tion. 


The course was from Ryde pier head 


eastward around the Nab lightship, 
eavlng it on the starboard hand, then 
back past Cowes to a buoy on the Solent 
bank, rounding the buoy on the starboard 
and finishing at Cowes opposite the rail- 
way station, a total distance of about -10 
miles. 


The yachts started punctually at 12 


o.'clock. 
The corrected times at the 


inish were as follows: 
Shamrock, 


3:43:50; Britannia, 4:00:15. 


AK the starting gun boomed, 
the 


Britannia almost immediately crossed 
the line, the Shamrock following in a 
way to Sfive the impression that she 
had no objection to giving the Britannia 
a slipit lead. 
The latter, however, did 


not long maintain the advantage. 
It 


was a dead beat to windward, and little 
distance was covered before the Sham- 
rock, which started on the short leg to 
port, overhauled her, and on the follow- 
ing long leg to starboard, the Shamrock 
forged ahead slightly. 
It was at once 


noticed that she was sailing nearly half 
a point nearer the wind than the Brit- 
annia. 
The Shamrock was carrying 


her mainsail jibheaded, topsail, jib and 
foresail. 
The Britannia 
carried the 


same canvas, but in addition her club- 
topsail. The Shamrock was half a mile 
ahead passing Warner. 


Hogarth was at the helm of the 


challenger. The boat held up admirably, 
and there was not a drop of water adeck. 
She proved extremely quick in putting 
about, taking only 10% seconds. 
On 


rounding the Xab lightship, both yachts 
set their spinnakers for the run back. 
The only mishap of the day was that' 
whsn the Shamrock's sail began to fill 
the top caught in the crosstrees. The 
huge canva» flappe'd flat, and then sud- 
denly burst like a balloon, and a big 
rent became visible in the upper part, 
where a lonjr strip had been torn out, 
leaving a hole big enough for a man to 
crawl through. 
The Shamrock's speed 


naturally suffered somewhat from this 
accident 


Both boats soon set their topsails, and 


later their balloon foresails. The yachts 
jibed to port near Ryde. 
They'were 


then travelling at such a rate that the 
press boat, going at a speed of 11 knots, 
was unable to keep pace with the Sham- 
rock, though the winds lightened con- 
siderably after leaving the Nab'light- 
ship. 


The Britannia appeared to be hold- 


Ing her own for a short spell before she 
reached Ryde, but the Shamrock again 
crept slowly ahead, widening the gap. 


The scene at this time was an inspiring 


one. 
Both yachts, under a cloud of 


canvas, were gliding on even Keels. The 
wind freshened after passing Cowes, and 
both boats took in their spinnakers and 
started, on the broad reach to the Solent 
buoy. 
After 
Jibing 
around, 
they 


reached back, finishing with' a short 
tack to make the home mark. 


Experts were satisfied that the Sham- 


rock would be able to .give a good ac- 
count of herself in the contest for tne 
America's cup.

The Fifth and Seventh 
avenue lines were frequently blockaded, 
and the company did not handle more 
than 15 percent of the daily traffic 
The 


Douglass and Bergen street cars were 
run at intervals of 15 and 20 minutes, 
but each car was manned by ,at least 
four policemen. 


During the day the police made sev- 


eral arrests of persons who interfered 
with the progress of the cars on the 
Nassau lines, but no serious outbreak 
occurred until after 6 o'clock. A small 
sized riot occurred at Sixth street and 
Fifth avenue a few minutes after ti 
o'clock, in which two men were pain- 
fully, but not seriously, hurt. 


A mob of 400 persons attacked a 


Fifth avenue car on its way into the 
city, and Motorman Latham and Con- 
ductor Mulcahy were pulled off the car 
and badly treated. 
Latham had his 


arm broken, and Mulcahy received a 
fracture of the nose. 
Several police- 


men, 
who were in the neighborhood, 


rushed to the assistance of the motor- 
man and conductor, and frightened the 
crowd off by firing their revolvers in the 
air. 
Three arrests were made. 
The 


police arrangements for the protection, 
of life and property were as nearly per- 
fect as possible. 


It'.was rumored during the forenoon 


that trouble might, be expected en the 
elevated railroads, but early in the af- 
ternoon President Rossiter stated that 
no, hitch would occur th«re. 
The en- 


gineers on 12ie elevated system had been 
notified that, as scon as the third rail 
or electric motor system should bo 
oper-xted, their wages would be reduced. 
The engineers objected to the proposed 
reduction, but yesterday they were as- 
sured by the management that the rate 
of wages now existing would be main- 
tained. 


General Master Workman Parsons 


and' District Master Workman Pines 
•were very confident that the strikers 
•would w-in the fight, but, judging from 
the number of cars in operation, the 
assertions of the railroad managers that 
the strike would fail seems to be well 
founded. 
The strikers are 
severely 


handicapped, as they have no funds to 
back them up. and in many instances 
there is a lack of concerted action on the 
part of their leaders. 
Nine-tenths of 


them are thoroughly in earnest, 
but 


from individual statements it is evident 
that they are fast losing confidence. 


President Rossiter stated that the men 


on strike would not be discriminated 
against if they returned to work at 
once, but so far not one -of the strikers 
has seceded from the ranks. 


Many of the persons who were ar- 


rested for interference with the trol- 
ley cars were treated leniently by the 
magistrates in the several police courts, 
and with the exception of the fracas at 
Fifth avenue last evening, no trouble 
of any importance was reported. 


Taking everything into consideration, 


the strike is being conducted very tran- 
quilly, and the authorities hope that the 
difference between employers and em- 
ployes will be adjusted without any 
serious trouble or violation of the law. 


The cars on the Third avenue^ the 


Fifth avenue and the Fulton street lines 
stopped running shortly after 7 o'clock 
last night. The cars pn all the other 
lines in operation stopped at midnight. 


The striking motormen and conduc- 


tors are very earnest, and they claim 
they are gaining ground. On the other 
hand,"the representatives of the Brook- 
lyn Traction company assert that the 
strike is only a nominal one, and that 
from now on they will experience no 
flifflcuHy in running their full comple- 
ment of cars. 


Many Anxious to Serve. 


Washington. July 19.—Colonel Ward, 


chief of the recruiting division of the 
adjutant general's office, has prepared 
a statement showing that since recruit- 
ing bpgan, July 10, for the Philippine 
volunteer service, the total enlistment to 
date has been 22S8 men, of whom 504 were 
recruited Monday. The statement does 
not include any of yesterday's recruiting. 
Officials of the war department say they 
are very much gratified at the,progress 
made.

Fall River, Mass., July 19.—The mills

The mills 
run all day as usual without a break, ex- 
cepting one instance, in connection with 
which it Is said that a boiler burned out, 
but no confirmation to this effect has 
been received.

Discharged From the Service a» a Hope* 


leu Cripple. He Recovered and. Re-un- 
listed — Saved by • Noble Foe on the 
Field at Chancellors-rule. 


"Among the numerous instances, of 


remarkable endurance a»d wonderful^ 
vitality of wounded solfliers that 1 had 
knowledge of during the late war," said 
a former hospital attendant,t "I recall 
none so remarkable as that of John Pe- 
ters. At the battle of Ball's Bluff he 
was a member of the Forty-second New 
York regiment. He was badly wounded 
in the hip, and he fell on the field. 
While he ]ay there another ball frac- 
tured his right knee joint. Utterly help- 
less, he was trampled beneath tho feet 
of the contesting soldiers, until the close 
of the engagement and was then taken 
prisoner to Richmond. He remained 
there four months, when he was ex- 
changed and sent with o'tner wounded 
to the Philadelphia hospital. I was an 
attendant .there. Peters' wounds had 
been so carelessly attended to that he 
was worse off, if anything, than when 
he was first wounded. We did the best 
•we could for him, but he was in such 
shape when able to leave the hospital 
that he was discharged from the service 
as permanently disabled. 
t 
"Some months afterward I-was trans- 


ferred to a hospital at Washington and 
was there when the battle of Chancel- 
lorsville was fought. Two weeks after 
that engagement a number of soldiers 
who had been,- wounded there were 
transferred from the hospital at Acquia 
Creek to the Washington hospital. 
Among the most desperately and appar- 
ently hopelessly wounded of these I 
was amazed to discover John Peters, 
the soldier who, had left the Philadel- 
phia hospital to pas(s officially as a life- 
long cripple. When he was at last able 
to tell his story, I' was still more 
amazed. After being discharged from 
the service as permanently disabled he 
had placed himself in charge of a noted 
surgeon of that day and after some 
months was made almost as sound as he 
ever was. At any rate he was able to 
re-enlist, which he did in the One Hun- 
dred and Fifteenth Pennsylvania and 
became orderly sergeant of his com- 
pany. At Chancellorsville he was shot 
in the right thigh, the bullet causing a 
compound fracture, and almost at the 
same moment a minie ball struck him 
in the left hip and lodged there against 
the bone. He fell and attempted to rise. 
As he raised his head be was hit by a 
flying piece of shell, which fractured 
his skull and knocked him senseless. 


'' When Peters regained consciousness, 


his regiment had taken another posi- 
tion, and he lay there between two rak- 
ing fires, bullets, camnon balls and shells 
•whizzing over him^for hours, until at 
last he managed ,ioldrag himself a few 
yards away to the bank of a stream 
where there were bushes. Grasping a 
bush, he pulled himself over the bank 
and let himself down into the water, 
waist deep, which relieved his pain. 
Our troops retreated soon after that, 
and the Confederate army swept by 
where Peters hung. After it had passed 
Peters endeaVoreS % draw himself out 
of the stream to 'tile bank, in hope that 
he might be. picked, up, but ho found 
that the bush to which he ching, while 
sufficient to support him as he crouched 
in the water, was not stiff enough to 
bear his weight in efforts to pull him- 
self up on the bank- There was a bush 
just below him evidently strong enough 
to enable him to accomplish his pur- 
pose, but it -was out of his reach, and if 
he released his holrf'on the bush that 
was supporting ht^a to make tho at- 
tempt to reach the stronger one he knew 
he would drop helpless in the stream 
and drown. 


"While he was thus facing death he 


saw a movement on the bank, and tho 
nest moment an emaciatea face with a 
deathlike pallor on it appeared over the 
edga It; was the unmistakable face of a 
badly wounded Confederate soldier who 
was dragging himself to the water. The 
sunken eyes fell on Peters, and the 
owner of them must have comprehend- 
ed instantly Peters' peril, for he dragged 
his body forward and, placing both 
hands on the bush that Peters longed 
for, bent it down toward his helpless 
foe and gasped: 
" 'Huyh, Yank, grab it!' 
"The bush dipped so close to Peters 


that he summoned all the little strength 
he had left, let go the bush he was hold- 
ing to and grabbed at the other one. He 
caught it. It withstood his weight, and 
after a long and painful struggle he 
pulled himself by it to the top of the 
bank. As soon as he could recover 
breath enough he turned to the wound- 
ed Confederate, who lay quiet on the 
bank, to thank him for his kindness. 
The man was dead. His dying breath 
was spent in saving the life of a foe. 


"Two days Peters dragged himself 


about that bloody field of battle before 
succor reached him.' He had been re- 
ported dead in the list. He was sent to 
the Acquia creek hospital, but 11 days 
passed before his wounds were dressed 
His case being decided to be hopeless, 
he was sent to the hospital at Washing- 
ton. He was there a month, during 
which it was expected hourly that ho- 
would die, so desperate was his caso 
But he did not die, and I heard subse- 
quently, having quit the hospital serv- 
ice, that he had been discharged from 
the hospital .so much restored in health 
that he was preparing for a third en- 
listment. Whether .he did enter the 
service again I never knew,''—New 
York Snn. 


BANKRUPTCY LAW POINTS. 


Hl» Scrnimlon* BxactmeM In Matter* 


Involving; Payment* of Money. 
The late Robert Bonner'a personal 


characteristics were pronounced, and 
he carried most of his principles to an 
extreme point. His constant refusal 
to" borrow money has beea mentioned 
many times, and the extent to which 
he carried this is exemplified by many 
stories that are told of him. He paid 
off 
his employees every Saturday 


night, whether their nominal salary 
ran by the week or mouth. He always 
tried, too, to give exact change to each 
man, although he did not have it all 
counted out beforehand. 
Very fre- 


quently he would find himself short of 
small change in paying his stablemen 
off, and he would sometimes ask one 
of his sons for change of a bill. If it 
happened that the son did not have 
enough change in his pocket, Mr. Bon- 
ner would not accept the loan even of 
a couple of dollars overnight, but 
would rather, give a. $5 bill for $3 in 
change. Although (confined to his bed 
on the Saturday night before his death, 
Mr. Bonner insisted that his son 
should pay all of the employees as 
usuaL 


A story that-,Mr. Bonner was once 


turned out of school for defending a 
schoolmate against a charge of which 
he was- innocent has been published, 
but is not exactly true. Mr. Bouner 
was never turned out of any school, 
but he did cause a good deal of ex- 
citement in one. 
His elder brother 


was about to be punished for an of- 
fense of which he was innocent, when 
Robert, "the old man," restrained the 
teacher by force. Both boys then re- 
mained out of school, with the ap- 
proval of their parents, until the teach- 
er apologized, says the New York Sun. 


Mr. Bonner made many close friends 


.among the well known men of his 
time. One of his most intimate friends 
was Henry Ward Beecher, who was a 
privileged character about the Ledger 
office. Mr. Bonder's private office was 
sacred ground to almost every one else. 
It was always piled' high with docu- 
ments, manuscripts, memoranda and 
exchanges, which Mr. Bonner used 
stoutly to declare he had put In order 
within a few days. Mr. Beecher came 
in one day when Mr. Bonner was out 
and left, as a record of his presence, 
a sheet of foolscap, across which he 
had written with the editorial blue 
pencil: "Disorderly Robert. H. W. B." 


Mr. Bonner was repeatedly urged to 


write an autobiography, but, while he 
never actually refused to do so, he 
never began it. If an authoritative 
biography is written hereafter it will 
probably be done by the Rev. Dr. Mc- 
Intosh, who has thought of the matter 
frequently. 
Mr. Bonner had a large 


collection of letters and memoranda. 
One of his most treasured souvenirs 
was the original manuscript of Ed- 
ward Everett's speech to the women 
of America on the purchase of Mount 
Vernon. 
Mr. Everett gave him the 


manuscript bound in leather. 
As a 


sort' of preface appears a copy of a let- 
ter inviting Mr. Everett to speak in 
New York city. It is signed by a score 
of New "York's most prominent citi- 
zens, but Mr. Borrno>r~s name is not 
among Them, although the original let- 
ter was in his handwriting.

Useful Adjunct to the University In 


t!ie Study of Zoology. 


By the time the University of Penn- 


sylvania opens in the fall the new vi- 
varium .will be ready for use. It is a 
substantial Brick structure and is near 
tho Biological ball. Although several 
vivaria are in existence in Europe this 
is the first to be constructed in thp 


- United States, says the New York Sun. 


It is intended to keep in it a few repre- 
sentatives of small living things in the 
animal kingdom, whether they be 
water or land forms of life. Most of 
them will be quite small, many of 
them being of microscopic size. Speak- 
ing of the purpose of keeping living 
r.nimals for study, Dr. Edwin G. Conk- 
liu. professor of embryology, said: 


"There will always be on hand a con- 


stant supply of material for class 
work. At present it is impossible dur- 
ing the winter months to collect many 
living animals for study and there are 
no facilities for keeping the animals 
that are sent to .the university. Conse- 
quently most of the work must be done 


1 upon their distorted remains. 
The vi- 


varium in this respect will greatly in- 
crease the value"' and interest in the 
study of zoology. It will also give an 
opportunity for the study of natural 
history—that is, the habits, activities, 
and instincts of animals—such as no 
Dther university possesses."
